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REPORT OF THE OXFORD COUNTY LIBRARY 
CO-OPERATIVE FOR 1951 


Mr. Warden and Gentlemen of the Oxford County Council: 


It is again time to look back on the work and achievements of the |) 


Oxford County Library Co-operative for another year, and I am 
pleased to report that 1951 was quite a successful year. 


Our outlets for book units have increased mostly in the schools 
since our requests have come from them. We are now taking books | 
to 18 libraries, 2 deposit stations and 118 classrooms which is | 


an increase of 53 units. 


Our book stock is still rather low for the demands upon it, es- 


pecially in the juvenile collection, but it is improving. This year | 


we have added 2,231 books ,bringing our total stock to 7,087. 


The work with the libraries and librarians has been interesting. | 
Perhaps the most outstanding effort in this project is the workshop } 


meeting which I arrange each autumn. It is an opportunity for 


the librarians to discuss problems which often find solution in an | 
interchange of ideas. Suggestions for increasing book circulation | 


and improving library methods are exchanged, and it gives me an 


opportunity to pass on any information on library work which I~ 


gather from attending library conferences and from material which 


comes to the office. I help in the selection of books for the county | 
libraries by preparing lists from time to time, and when requested, | 


go with library committees to purchase books. 


We have sent out some 123 books to individuals and librarians of | 


a special reference nature. 


Our work with the schools has grown by leaps and bounds, 


Last year in my report, I suggested as a future aim that we-might 


include in our itinerary all schools which were not near a library. 
This year, | am able to report that for the elementary schools this 
has been accomplished. In 1950 we took hooks to 66 schools and 
could offer only 1 unit to a school, but in “1951 we increased the 
number of schools to 91 and added 27 extra units for the 2 and 3 


room schools, making 118 units. The children are our future adult —

Calling at 91 schools and carrying racks of books in and out is 
quite a task, but we are always rewarded by the happy smiles ot 
the children, and if we arrive when they are outside, we are usually 
greeted by some such shout as “Oh boy! It’s the liberry”. 


The 1951 statistics are most encouraging. The library circulation 
| includes: fiction 9,361, non-fiction 2,856, juvenile 4,155 and refer- 
ence 123, making a total of 16,195 showing a decided increase over 
last year. The circulation for the schools was 54,427, making a 
grand total of 70,922 which is an increase of 250% over 1950. 


This month I have received some querries about service. for 
Womens’ Institutes and Farm Forum groups, and I hope it may 
| be one of our new projects. 


No work can expand without increasing problems. We are great- 
| ly in need of a book-mobile and while we are trying to set aside a 
| fund for one, our need is growing more quickly than our bank . 
| account. We find it difficult to pick up 5000 school books in June 

-and deliver that many again in September with a car. <A book- 
| mobile would also mean a great improvement in library service and 
) would enable us to take exhibits to meetings around the county. 
| We are finding, too, that the office is rather small for sorting and 
arranging the school books which we bring in for the holiday 
period. 


The accomplishment of the work would not have been possible 
without the help of my staff, which is composed of two part-time 
assistants, Mrs. Wilham Cocker and my husband.

Summary of the Year’s Work 


I wish to outline in general terms the principal achievements 
during the past year and the plans for future effort. I shall also 
give a general survey of the existing health problems. Reports of 
special services have been tabulated in detail and are appended to. 
this statement for your information. a 


_ Communicable Diseases—There has been no epidemic of any 
communicable disease during the year. Chicken Pox heads the 
list with 109 cases reported, followed by mumps with 37 and mea-_ 
sles 34. This is a very low incidence for these diseases. Of the 
major infectious diseases, scarlet fever with 17 and acute anterior 
poliomyelitis (infantile paralysis) with 11 were reported. This in- 
cidence is higher than in 1950. The number of poliomyelitis cases — 
reported is high for this county, but several were of the non- 
paralytic type and may actually have been coxsackie, a virus di- 
sease easily confused with poliomyelitis. No cases of diptheria, or 
typhoid fever were reported. |

Immunization is routine for small pox, diptheria, whooping — 


cough, scarlet fever and tetanus. Influenza vaccine for the prevent- 


ion of influenza was given in all secondary schools. 1013 students 


were given this vaccine,

No solution has yet been found by the Vital Statistics Division, 
whereby the Unit can obtain an accurate list of births and deaths 
talffiin the County. As a result, we cannot comment on the birth rate 
idimgiand the death rate. 


Our tuberculosis control program is functioning very well. 
iden(Chest clinics are held regulaly at Woodstock, Ingersoll, Tillson- 
Ciyburg, Norwich and Tavistock. The total number attending these 
thelelinics was 941. All school children, both primary and secondary 
tejare tuberculin tested every two years, the positive reactors with 
h/their family contacts being x-rayed, the cost being defrayed by 
i the Christmas Seal Fund. 


The Oxford Red Cross Society continues to finance dentat 
work and tonsillectomies in needy children. The educational pro- 
4;gram for food handlers has improved and all food handlers are 
y/now x“tayed. Schools for food handlers are held every year at 
{| Woodstock, Ingersoll, Tillsonburg and Norwich. 





The Hard of Hearing program has been cartied out by the 
| staff, and several children have been examined by the National 
Society of Hard of Hearing in Toronto. Transportation is pro- 
ipeded by the Woodstock Optimist Club and all expenses paid by 
| the Club. 


Dr. Taylor, veterinarian has charge of milk and meat supplies. 
He is doing an excellent job and his report is appended. Our Sani- 
| tary Inspectors, Messrs. J. L. Griffith and G. E. Crandall, have done 
a good job as their reports indicate, and we thank them for their 
loyalty and finally our sincere thanks to the Nursing Supervisor 
and staff nurses who have been most faithful to their duties 


throughout the year.
